“THIRD AN ARMY OFFICER. 


Washington Unique in Fact That 
It Has No Political Bosses, 
No Pull, No Crimes of 
Larger Sort.

Washington, D. C., Sept. 26.—[{Special.}— 
Neither Commissioner West nor Commis- 
sioner MacFarland, two civilian members of 
the governing body of the District of Colum- 
bia, ever exercised the right of suffrage. 
Both have been residents of the district since 
childhood, and they know of elections only 
a8 @ matter of theory. Neither can claim 
citizenship in any state, neither has ever 
enjoyed the mysterious privilege of scratch- 
ing an Australian ballot, and neither has 
contributed in the slightest degree to help or 
to hinder the election of the promiqent who 


‘appointed them. 


Commissioner West is a democrat and 
Commissioner MacFriand is a republican, but 
it is a matter of theory only, because neither 
has participated in an eléction of a political 
candidate for any office at all. But so far 
as politics goes they gre and always have 
been men without a country. 

The third@-member of the triumvirate is 
scarcely any better, because he is an army 
officer and has for the most part been away 
from the place where he might legally vote. 
The government of the District of Colum- 
bia, therefore, is intrusted to the hands of 
three men who have never actually partici- 
pated in political matters, and they rule over 
a community of 800,000 people who have no 
votes, except so far as government clerks 
retain the right of suffrage in their home 
states. 


No Political Bias, No Aldermen. 
It is this very absence of political bias and 


_ the fact that the commissioners are so wholly 


independent of political influence that makes 
the government of the District of Columbia 
@o peculiar. There is no alderman to come 
@round and intercede for an offender. The 
political boss of a ward has no voice at the 
city hall. For that matter, there are no wards 
at all, the entire District of Columbia being 
governed as a homogeneous municipality, the 
game system of taxation and the game police 
regulations applying to the people of the out- 
lying village of Takoma as well as to thosé 
who are gathered within the shadow of the 
White house. 

The saloonkeeper who keeps open after 12 
o'clock at night has no friends when he is 
orought before the magistrate next day who 
are powerful enough to divert the ordinary 
machinery from its usual course. He is 
warned, fined, sent away. Repetition of the 
offense is almost certain to result in revoca- 
tion of his license, Once revoked, a pesos 
ie waste paper. 

Control Disreputable District. 

Absence of political pull has a much wider 
influence than people might at first imagine. 
It permits of a summary disposition of cer- 
tain evils which infest all great cities. There 
ie a disreputable district in Washington as 
there is in every other large city. It is com- 
pletely localized, however, and is under most 
absolute control by the police.’ There is no 
blackmail on the part of the police ae it is 
generally understood in the large cities. Indi- 
vidual officers, of course, occasionally ‘* make 
@ touch’ upon unfortunates in the disrepu- 
table districts... There is, however, absolutely 
no system of blackmailing ‘* protection " as 
practiced on a wholesale scale in other cities. 

The reason for this freedom from organized 
graft is obvious. The keeper of a disrepu- 
table house knows perfectly well that if com- 
plaint is made against an officer and a charge 
of blackmail is proven, that policeman’s days 
are absolutely numbered. Any reasonable 
charge against a police officer, backed up by 
@ fair show of evidence, results in his being 
called before a trial board. The policeman 
himself has no politics and those whotry him 
have none. Personal considerations some- 
times count a little, but the entire absence of 
political “‘ pull ’’ renders it reasonably certain 
that a policeman who offends the law him- 
eelf will be punished by being dropped from 
the force without hesitation. 


No Attempt at Paternalism. 

On the other hand, the police themselves, 
deing free from the terror of political ¢nmity, 
are enabied to deal with vice in an inde- 
pendent fashion. Any man who goes into the 
disreputable district of Washington with his 
eyes open and spends his money freely is let 
alone. There is no attempt at paternalism, 
and a man who desires to be vicious can satis- 
fy his unfortunate longing for wickedness 


‘and can spend his thousands if he sees fit 
without interference on the part of the police, 


but let a man be drugged or robbed, or will- 
fully made drunk for the purpose of securing 
his money, there is a different story to teil. 

People guilty of these misdemeanors are 
seldom brought before court. A policeman 
acting by superior authority usually notifies 
the offenders t..ere is a train waiting for them 
at a certain hour, which they are expected to 
catch, with the distinct understanding that 
they are never to return to the city again. 
This is summary, but it is effectual. 

There is another feature growing out of 


lack of political influence which has a much™ 


More direct influence upon the well being of 
the community, because it concerns respect- 
able, law abiding citizens. It isa notable fact, 
well known to the police authorities through- 
out the country, that really dangerous crim- 
inals give Washington a wide berth. 
Organized Graft Unknown. 
Individual members of the police force of 
this city are probably no better at the outset 
than those of other municipalities. There is, 
however, for reasons explained, complete 
‘absence of organized graft. Protection toa 
Criminal, if it exists at all, is a matter of 
private arrangement between fhe thief and 
the individual officer. The criminal knows 
that while the individual may overlook a 


. ¢rime, he cannot by any possibility protect 


his vicious friend after arrest is once made. 
There is plenty of petty crimes here in 
Washington. There is a great deal of sneak 
thieving, petty assaults, cutting, shooting, 
an occasional murder, and the usual amount 
of disorderly conduct and drunkenness. Real 
crime is largely absent and the streets of the 
city of Washington are probably a@ safe for 
both men and women at all hours of the 
night and in the most unfavorable localities 
as in any other city of the country of metro-:

Rear of Gambler’s “Cash 
Register” Shop, 123 
Clark Street, 


NINFH OF STRANGE SERIES 
Handbook Man Pained That His 
New Enterprise Should Be 
Attacked; Clews Are 

o Lacking. 


Another explosion—the ninth—was added 
last night to the mysterious series of violent 
occurrences credited to the feuds between 
factions of Chicago gamblers. 


its” predecessors 
shattered the rear windows and doorway 
of the Morrison building at 123 and 125 South 
Clark street, the greater part of the ground 
floor of which is occupied by the “ cash 
register’ business of Mont Tennes the 
gambler. 

The. explosion took -place at 8:80 o ‘clock 
in a blind court running to the rear of this 
and adjoining buildings and opening out of 
the alley running east from Clark street 
between Madison and Washington streets. 

The court wes littered with splintered wood 
torn by the force of the concussion from 
the doorway and window casements, A 
rickety stairway leading up to the rear en- 
trance of the premises apparently was the 
spot at which the explosive was aimed and 
this structure was partly demolished. 

The police, who reached the scene a few 
seconds after the explosion, were unable to 
Secure any clews of value to the perpetrator 
of the act and are as completely at sea as 
ever as to the identity of the guilty person. 
One man, 8. F. Grier, a printer, who was 
sleaping in his shop on the second floor, 
was taken to Central detective headquarters 
and questioned closely. He was unable to 
throw any light on the mystery and wae re- 
leased. 

List Is Growing Long. 

This is the third attack on Mont Tennes. 
Since the beginning of the campaign of 
bombs there have been eight other attacks 
aimed at gamblers. The explosions have 
occurred at these places: 

JULY 8—Restdence of ‘‘ Blind ** John Condon, 
2628 Michigan avenue. 

JULY 20-—Saloon of John F. 
Clark and Kinzie streets. 

JULY 25—Garage in rear of Mont Tennes’ house, 
404 Belden avenue. 

AUG. 12—Saloon and gambling house of ** Jim 
O'Leary, Halsted and West Forty-second streets. 

AUG. 10—Residenece of Mont Tennes, 404 Belden 
avenue, second attack.

AUG. 25—-Workshop of Carmichael Store ¢om- | 


pany, 197-199 Kinzie street, three doors east of John 
F. O'Malley's saloon.

New Business for a Year. 

Under the name of the Western Cash 
Register company, Tennes has been in busi- 
ness at 123 Clark street for about a year. 
This formerly was the location of his down- 
town saloon and the headquarters of his 
handbooks. Adjoining it at 125 Clark there 
formerly was a “‘ ladies’ barber shop,’’ while 
in the rear Tennes ran a gambling annex to 
his saloon. The premises at 128 Clark now 
are occupied in the front by the United States 
Loan bank, owned by D. M. Bernstein, while 
the old gambling den in the rear is, now a 
storeroom for overflow cash registers from 
Tennes’ main store, 

Although Tennes for so many years was 
identified with this location as a gambling 
king, he insists that nothing but prosaic buy- 
ing and selling of new and second hand cash 
registers occupies him at present at that ad- 
dress. In this he is backed up by the police, 
who were as deeply insulted as Mr. Tennes 
when it was suggested that beyond the cash 
registers lay the handbooks. 

Mr. Tennes expressed the greatest surprise 
when informed that his business premises 
had been attacked. He said he couldn't see 
what grudge anybody could have againat the 
modest business of buying and selling cash 
registers, new and second hand. 


Report Is Terrific. 

The report of the explosion was heard gev- 
eral blocks away and brought a crowd from 
the neighboring etreets sourrying to the 
scene. Policeman F. C, Brown of the cen- 
tral detail was the first to reach the spot a few 
seconds afterward. He ran into a little fat 
man who was excitedly fleeing from the alley 
entrance of the basement saloon of Herbst & 
Trompeter, directly under the attacked prem- 
ises at 126 Clark atreet. The policeman seized 
the man and brought him back to the spot 
where he was identified as a patron of the 
bar who had been frightened by the explo- 
sion. He was released. 

August F. Marx, a saloon keeper at 121 
Clark street, reached the scene almost as 
soon as the policemen and together they 
searched the dark court for traces of the 
culprit, but to no avail. An alarm of fire had 
been turned in and soon the firemen were 
crowding into the ‘court with their axes and 


hose, but no blage was found. Only the } 


splintered planke and the glass from fully a 
dosen shattered windows in the first and sec- 
ond stories of the building bore testithony to 
what had taken place. 


Police Inspection Minute. 

Sergts. Euson and Mahoney made a mi- 
nute examination of the rear steps which ap- 
parently had borne the brunt of the ex- 
plosion. The timbers of this little structure 
were broken in a downward direction as if 
the force of the explosion had come from 


above. 


A frayed piece of an old sock clung to one 


of the broken timbers and suggested to the 
police that the instrument of destruction 
whatever it was, had been hurled in this 
covering. But no substance was discovered 
that could be identified as a boml or other 


| destructive agency. 


Among the bits of broken window glass 
were found some bitsa of a bottle, but 
whether it had been one containing explosive 
could not be determined. A policeman was 
detailed to guard the spot till this morning 
when a more thorough investigation will 
be attempted. 


While the police and the firemen and the 


curious were crowding into the dark blind 
court Detectives Biaul, Riley, Tierney, and 
O’Malley had rushed up the Clark street 
stairway of the building to the second floor, 
which formerly housed a number of justice 
courts but is now given over mostly to 
sme! prieiting firms.

GIRLS FOND OF COCKTAILS. 


Minister Says Personal Tour Proves 
His Charges Were True. 


The Rev. Frederick E. Hopkins, pastor of 
the Pilgrim Congregational church, went 
home last midnight both convinced and 
“tuckered out.”’ All afternoon and evening 
he had led a party of several men on a tour 
through many of the leading downtown res- 
taurants, obtaining statistics on what he 
terms “ boozing women.” 

The preacher placed In the balance his po- 
sition on the question, as against that of his 
critics, who declared he is wrong. Follow- 
ing are the net results:

“I am sorry to find that conditions are 
far worse than I ever estimated,” said the 
pastor as he said ‘‘ Good night.’

Explains Object of His Tour. 

‘I want to make a thorough investigation 
of this question,’’ said the minister before he 
started out tn the afternoon. ‘‘ I have been 
both criticised and upheld for the position I 
have taken. 

“If we find women do not drink In the pub- 
lic restaurants I will get up in my pulpit next 
Sunday night and declare I have been mis- 
taken, and will do so gladly.

The pastor several times was surprised 
upon hearing some one shout out: ‘Why, 
hello, Dr. Hopkins! What's alb this agitation 
about the liquor question I hear?’ 


Meets Trustee of His Church. 

At the Tip-top inn in the Pullman buiid- 
ing the minister was trying to determine 
whether a party of girls was indulging in 
créme de menthe or sherry flips, when he was 
startled at the sound of his own name.

At Stillson’s the miinister’s investigation 
showed that of twelve women in the dining 
room early after noon live were drinking. 

“Three beers, one whisky sour, and one 
cocktail. Is that not right?’’ Dr. Hopkins 
read from his notes. 

Several members who could qualify as ex- 
perts corroborated the figures. This seemed 
to encourage the clergyman. 

The noonday crowd in the Boston Oyster 
house looked like a Waterloo. Of eighteen 
women only one was drinking liquor. The 
stop at Rector’s revived the confidence in the 
drinking proclivities of the fair ones with the 
following statistics:

A total of fifteen drinking, while chars were 
seventeen not drinking.

Banquet Held to Arouse Interest and 
Raise Debt of Institution. 


se The neglect of my parish in failing to 
contribute its share of support to this home 
is little short of criminal.” 

In these words the Rev. Z. B, T. Phillips 
verbally chastised his wealthy congregation 
Trinity Episcopal—at a dinner last night 
at the Chicago Home for Boys, 508 to 517 


West Adame street. 

There had been previous talk reflecting 
on Trinity's poor showing, and the rector, 
when it came his turn, did not defend his 
church, but joined in the condemnation. 

There is a debt of $27,000 resting against 
the home and the trustees decided to hold 
the dinner to bring the rectors of the various 
parishes and the business men in the diocese 
together to give them a better understand- 
ing of the needs. Bishop Anderson was the 


toastmaster. 

Big Legacies Are Criticized. 
When Mr. Phillips was introduced he said: 
‘Tt has been charged that my congrega- 

tion is composed of rich people. The scheme 
of the rich gathering a great horde of wealth 
and then bequeathing it to their children, 
thereby creating a class of idle rich, fre- 
quently proves disastrous. There is many a 
rich home where the child is treated more as 
if it were a resident of a rich club, It gets 
plenty to eat and good shelter, but those in- 
fluences of home which the child requires 
are missing. — 

“I regret exceedingly that my church, ex- 
cept for certain individual efforts, has done 
nothing for this noble institution, and I do not 
blame Judge Holdom for having ridiculed me 
at our last meeting. One of the most difficult 
problems confronting us ts to separate a man 
from his money, but it is even more difficult 
to separate him from his own selfish ideas. 

‘Of course, there are tremendous demands 
made on the members of my congregation at 
all times, but I assure you that something will 
now be done for these homes. The tnspiration 
we are receiving here tonight ought to enable 
us to make our parishioners dig up. Every 
rector must put forth his best efforts, and if 
he don’t—well, then he is simply. unfit to 
stand: before his parishioners.” 

When the meeting adjourned Mr. Phillips 
was warmly congratulated for his expres- 


s. 
se Gifts of $25,000 Promised. 

Judge Holdom reported to the banqueters 
that one man had promised him $15,000 and 
a woman $10,000 om condition that the trus~- 
tees would from other sources raise $25,000. 

‘The criminal problem is the largest in the 
country and places the heaviest burden upon 
the taxpayers,” said Judge Tuthill of the 
Juvenile court.

“Traction Regulation System 
Obsolete and Railway Plan 
Must Be Copied.” 


MITTEN MAKES PROPOSAL. 


Chicago City Line’s Head Says 
Experiment Will Be Made 
on Cottage Grove. 


Z 

A plan of train regulation designed to re- 
duce delays and otherwise improve street car 
service will be introduced within a few weeks 
upon the lines of the Chicago City railway. 
The scheme will be given a trial first on the 
Cottage Grove avenue line, and if found suc- 
cessful will be extended to the other branches 
of the system. 

The device to be adopted is an organized 
system of car dispatching from a central 
headquarters on each line. The position df 
every car in operation will be known to the 
dispatcher at al] times and regulated so as 
to meet emergenélies. 

The announcement of the new departure 
was made in a report by President Mitten to 
John A. Spoor, chairman of the executive 
committee, detailing the progress of rehabili- 
tation of the company's lines since theAvrac- 
tion settlement ordinance went into effect. An 
attached statement showed the city, as its 55 
per cent share of the net receipts accrued from 
Feb. 1 to July 31, will receive $278,218.30 and 
the company $225,848.12. 

Mr. Mitten admits that in the handling 
of street cars the days of the horse car 
have not been improved upon and that in 
the event of simultaneous delays in different 
parts of the line the utmost confusion is the 
result. Under the proposed plan the motor- 
men will operate under the direction of super- 
visors, each of whom will be in command of 
a section of the line. The supervisors will 
be under the directfon of a chief dispatcher 
who, on the Cottage Grove division, will be 
located at Thirty-eighth street. The super- 
visors can communicate with the dispatcher 
by the Cregier system of telephones, similar 
to that in the police department. 


Mitten Explains Plan. 

“This dispatching system,'’ says Mr. Mit- 
ten, ‘‘ will not only permit of the supervisors 
notifying the dispatcher and receiving in- 
structions from him in case of trouble or de- 
lay, but will also enable the dispatcher by sig- 
nal to call one or all of the supervisors to the 
signal telephones located upon the street, 
so the whole movement of the cars may be 
intelligently governed by one master mind, 
which directs the movements of the subordi- 
nates. 2

ture will be provided, from which a starter 
will govern the movement of cars by signal, 
so as to preserve the proper interval between

HOSPITAL PATIENTS RESCUED

Frightened Young Women Later Calm 
Themselves with ‘‘Ragtime.”’ 


A fire, following an explosion of paints In 
the basement of the Chicago Refuge for Girts, 
5024 Indiana avenue, started a . stampede 
among the 145 young inmates and the dozen 
women attendants late last evening.. All es- 
caped serious injury, although three were 
partly overcome with smoke and several were 
trampled on’in their efforts to escape. 

Painters had been at work in the building 
during the day and stored their paints and 
paint saturated clothing In the basement, 
eight feet from one of the furnace boilers. 

At 10:80 o’clock.Nana Rice, 85 years old, 
who was on watch, was startled by a dull ex- 
plosion. Rushing to investigate, she found 
the entire basement filled with flames, which 
soon burned through the flooring and poured 
a volume of smoke into the three stories of the 
building. 


Girls Aroused from Sleep. 
The girls and most of the attendants had 


retired. 


Rice closed the. basement door and ordered 
Hattie Klent, anothér attendant, to arouse 
the girls while she ran to turn in a fire 
alarm, 

Out of breath, Miss Rice rushed into the 
Fiftieth street police station at State street 
and reported the fire. A detachment of police 
in a patrol wagon and a fire company under 
Battalion Chief Hannon hastened to the 
scene. | 

By the time the firemen arrived most of 
the girls had descended from their .rooms, 
guided by Miss Elizabeth Stone, the superin- 
tendent. Clad only in their night clothes 
and whatever garments they could snatch 
up in the rush for safety, they huddled to- 
gether in the narrow court back of the 
building. The grounds are inclosed by a 
high brick fence. : 


Rescued from Hospital Room. 

The police rescued Mary Smith, aged 20, 
and Anna Ryan, aged 22, from the hospital 
room on the third floor, also Margaret Hig- 
ginson, an attendant, who had been overcome 
by smoke in her efforts to help rescue the two 
hospital patients who were ill and unable to 
make their own escape. Sergt. J. J: Dagnell, 
Mike Carey, and John Wilson‘were the police- 
men who made the rescues. 

The fire loss was not over $1,000. 


PIG IS LOCKED UP IN A CELL. 


Fugitive Captured After Flight Among 
Freight Cars—Prisoner’s Record 
Not Known to. Police. 


After an exciting chase of half an hour, 
during which he repeatedly clambered back 
and forth through lines of freight cars stand-

rying excitedly from a rear room. Hé was 
immediately pounced upon and taken be- 
fore Lieut. Larkin at Central detective head- 
quarters. He gave hig name as 8. F. Grier, 
proprietor of the National Printing company, 
which operates two small job presses in a 
rear room of the building. 

“I have been sleeping in my shop for sev- 
eral weeks,’ Grier told the lieutenant. ‘T 
was just going to sleep when I thought I 
smelled a lighted fuse. A second later there 
was a terrific explosion and I heard the 
transom outside in the hallway near my 
door crash in. .Then there was an awful 
racket of falling glass in the alley. I turned 
on the light and got my clothes on and went 


out in the hall and then I met the police.” 


“Suspect” Had No Bed. 

At first the police thought it a suspicious 
circumstance that, although Grier said he 
slept there, he had no bed in the room. 
Grier said he merely rolled up in some blan- 
kets. He said he had been in Chicago since 
June, coming from Colon, Mich. 

‘In a neighboring unoccupied room in the 
rear of the second floor, directly over the de- 
molished steps, a window was discovered low- 
ered from the top. The detectives thought it 
entirely possible that the bomb had been 
dropped out of that open window. In that 
case the perpetrator of the deed must have 
made his entrance and exit by way of the 
Clark street stairway. ‘ 

The police are still of the opinion that the 
explosive is a weak solution of nitroglycerin 
or a mixture of potash and gunpowder which 
is exploded in a bottle either by concussion 
or a time fuse. That much they are sure 
of—outside of that it is all speculation. 

There were all kinds of excitement in the 
adjoining premises when the.explosion took 

lace. Some said there were two explosions 

n rapid succession, but others were as posi- 
tive there was ohly one. Two men asserted 
the concussion had thrown them to the floor 
from the chairs they were warming if 
Marx’s saloon. Sam and Louis Bernstein, in 
the United States Loan bank, said that sev- 
eral pieces of jewelry were thrown from 
the counter to the floor. About fifty persons 
fled from the People's arcade, all more or less 
frightened. 

Tennes Remains Calm. 


When Tennes was told of the explosion «a 
few minutes after it had occurred he showed 
little or no surprise. He appeared pained 
when it was suggested that it might be gam- 
bling enemies who wanted to be “ put on his 


pay roll.”’ 


“ Why, what could anybody want to be put 
ou a pay roll in a cash register store for?’ he 
asked. “I can’t understand that.” 

“You have a pretty good idea who is re- 
sponsible for these attacks upon your home 
and place of business?’ he was asked. 

‘* Yes, I have my suspicions, but it is diffi- 
cult to secure proof, so l am not going to 
mention any names,” hereplied. “ It looks 
as if somebody was trylgg to scare me, but 
I don’t scare worth a cent. I will go ahead 
with my business just the same as before.”

Because she sat three whole days on a bench 
in the park strip at the foot of Oak street 
admiring the beauty of nature the wealthy 
residents of the Lake Shore drive wondered 
what was the matter with her. é 

Marie lost her job in a laundry last Mon- 
day. She arranged to take another position 
in another laundry next Monday. Between 
jobs she had the first holiday in her life. 
So every morning early she left her home in 
the tenement district and went to her bench 
by the lake. There she sat all day long 
watching the waves break on the curving 
beach. The row of palaces behind her and 
the carefully tended grounds awed her, and 
she did not stir far from her bench. 

People spinning along the driveway in the 
morning noticed the shabby little figure. 
They told their wives about her. Marie sud- 
denly became of interest to the Lake Shote 
drive. 

Those who saw her wondered whether she 
were demented, whether she were contemplat- 
ing suicide In the lake, or whether she were 
a poor, homeless victim of poverty and 
misfortune. A number of wealthy women 
of the neighborhood visited the girl on the 
bench yesterday. One of them brought a 
lunch. Marie was frightened. 

‘Wass de matter?’ she asked, in her 
broken English. 

When a policeman came she cried. When 
an interpreter was secured she told her 
story. She liked to escape from the squalor 
of her home Hfe and sit in the sunshine 
among such .pretty things.

“TO JAIL BY PROXY” SCHEME 
PROPOSED TO REFORM BOYS. 


Judge Cleland Gives Warning Lecture 
to Parents of Three Youngsters Ar- 
rested for Thefts. 


“To jail by proxy,” Is Judge Mackenzie 
Cleland’s newest plan for the reform of crim- 
finals. He launched it yesterday at the Max-

Jane Addams Says Children Coming 
from Other Countries Should Have 
Their Native Amusements. 


Miss Jane Addams gave an informal talk 
at Lewis institute last night on the “ Rela- 
tion of Public Recreations to Social Moral- 
ity” 

‘‘In many sections of the west side,’’ she 
said, ‘‘the only pleasures of the children 
appear to be in connection with evil things. 
With their environments it seems impos- 
sible for them to start out right in life. They 
need settlements, parks, and pleasure 
grounds, where they can have exercise and 
be filled with good will and good cheer. 

‘‘For the many foreign men and women 
coming into Chicago there ought to be those 
old time festivals of the old country, where 
fellowship and friendship would be ex- 
tended.”’

~ OIL PIPE LINES 


A TRUST WEAPON 


Government Investigation De- 
‘Velops Evidence of Their 
Use in Law Evasion. 


BAR OUT INDEPENDENTS. 


Arbitrary Tariffs Make Transpor- 
tation Prohibitory to Com- 
panies Outside Combine. 


New York, Sept. 26.—[{Special.]—Frank B. 
Kellogg, the government’s counsel in the 
suit to dissolve the Standard Oil company 
as an illegal trust, sought to prove at today’s 
hearing that the pipe line companies owned 
by the Standard Oll company of New Jersey 
are publishing arbitrary tariff rates which 
are not based upon the cost of transporta- 
tion, which tend to deceive the public, and 
which are prohibitory to independent con- 
cerns. | ; 

Mr. Kellogg submitted evidence that the 
Standard Oil companies engaged in pipe line 
business make annual profits of 200 per 
cent or more upon the‘investment in some 
instances, and that they have many safe- 
guards for keeping the oil of independent 
companies out of Standard pipes, although 
the Standard pipes, with the possible ex- 
ception of the private lines in New Jersey, 


are recognized. as common carriers. 


It was shown. that the tariff rates filed 
with the interstate commerce commission 
by the Standard Oil company’s pipe lines 
are similar in nearly every instance to the 
railroad rates between the same points, thus 
offering the independent no inducement to 
ship through a medium, the cost of opera- 
tion of which is far less than of railroad 
transportation. This was illustrated by the 
fact that* while railroads engaged in the 
carrying of. oil show a small percentage of 
profit upon the investment the Standard pipe 
lines in the west- have never, in the last 
eix.or eight years, failed to run their per- 
wentage of profit over the 100 mark. 


Indiana Pipe Line’s Profit. 

While George Chesebro, controller of the 
Standard’s pipe line system, was on the wit- 
ness stand Mr. Kellogg produced balance 
sheets and excerpts from the books of the 
various trust pipe linesshowing the enormous 
‘profits. Taking first the Indiana pipe line, he 
showed that the net earnings of the company 
in 1908 from its transportation and storage 
‘business were $4,910,020, and that the total 


_ dnvestment that year was only $2,228,758. 


Other companies of which Mr.-Chesebro is 
‘controller and which are included in the list 
of those Mr. Kellogg says are charging too 
high a rate are the Southwest Pennsylvania 
pipe line, National Transit company, Buck- 
“ pipe line, Cumberland pipe line, and 
ka pipe line. Mr. Chesebro is secretary 
bf the Indiana pipe line, the New York Transit 
company, and the Northern Pipe line com- 
pany. All financial reports: are sent to him 
at his office in the Standard O!l building, 26 
Broadway. 

More light was also thrown today upon the 
Standard's method of freezing out independ- 
ents through the construction of so-called 
“terminals "’ which are not within access of 
geaboard shipping points. Calvin N. Payne, 
vice president of the National Transit com- 

*pany, told the government’s counsel that the 
““terminal’’ at Center Bridge, on the New 
Jersey and Pennsylvania line, cost about 


~ $600,000 when it was built last year. 


How Monopoly Is Maintained. 
Mr. Payne admitted that all oil sent 
through the terminal from the Pennsylvania 
fields was Standard Oil product, and that 
Independents never used the pipe line to 
Senterbridge. It was the same with Union- 
ville, on the line betwéen New York and New 
Jersey, another so-called  ‘“‘terminal’’ for 
ofl which goes through common carrier 
pes. At these two points, it was explained 
Mr. Payne, the oil is pumped into Stand- 
ard Oil company private pipe lines and car- 
ried on to the real seaboard terminal at 


“But,” said Mr. Payne, “‘the pipe lines 
which make their terminals at Unionville 


' and Centerbridge would take the oi! of inde- 
- pendent companies if it were offered them.” 


Mr. Kellogg pointed out how absurd such 
@ proposition really is, owing to the fact that 
there are no refineries at the two “termi- 
nals,” and no way for independents to get 
their oil to seaboard shipping points unless 
by building private pipes or a branch rail- 
road of their own. 

*““What occasion arose in 1906 for the 
building of those pumping stations on the 
border lines of New Jersey, Pennsylvania 
and Maryland?” asked Mr. Kellogg.

Attorney Milburn Draws Retort. | 

“The law compelled the company to do 
eo—that is the reason,’’ interposed John G. 
Milburn of counsel for the Standard Oil 
company. .“ It was to comply with the law, 
and I advised it.” 

“Or to evade the law,’’ commented Mr. 
Kellogg, who then showed that prior to 
the Hepburn tariff law the National Transit 
company had lines extending across New 
Jersey from Unionville to Bayonne, also 
from Centerbridge to’ Bayonne, but sold 
them to the Standard Oil company of New 
Jersey, thus establishing what is known as 
the “private line” system, across New 
dersey.

Colonel Back from Europe with 
Budget of World Problems. 


HAS TIPS FOR ROOSEVELT. 


Fruits of His Voyage of Discovery in 
Darkest Europe May Help. 


New York, Sept. 26.—[Special.]—A number 
of- world problems were settled today by 
Col. James Hamilton Lewis, the pulchri- 
tudinous hirsute aurora borealis of Chicago, 
who is just back from Nghting up darkest 
Europe with his radiant whiskers. These 
are the problems on which statesmen need 
expend no further thought: 

1. Russia is getting ready to fight Japan again 
—some time or other—that is, if certain con- 


tingencies arise. 
2. Russia is in great danger from an internal 
revolution which, if certain things should happen, 
would be like the French revolution. This is based 
on talks with mothers, wives, fathers, and sweet- 
hearts of Slavonic patriots. 

3. All European countries are ready to make a 
tariff dicker with the United States—that is, if cer- 
tain arrangemente can be made. . 

4. Mr. Roosevelt is to be renominated, he being 
loved alike by republicans and democrats—that is, 
if various plans reach their full fruition. 

5. The government has no business owning rail- 
roads. The various states should own them. 

Mr. Lewis would not say so, but there was 
a substratum in the conversation that would 
tend to lead one to believe, if he were not ex- 
tfemely incredulous, that it is not unlikely 
Mr. Lewis’ views on all these important mat- 
ters will be laid before “the authorities at 
Washington.” 

Incidentally Col. Lewis admitted that one 
of the objects of his visit abroad was to go to 
Russia -and apply there the acid test of truth 
to a nice, yellow metal brick which had been 
offered to some clients of his. Those clients 
are western capitalists who had been ap- 
proached by a promoter who pretended to 
have a franchise from the Russian govern- 
ment for all the rights and privileges neces- 
sary for the Russian end of a tunnel under 
Bering strait. With this and a concession 
from the United States for the American 
rights and privileges the capitalists proposed 
going ahead with the tunnel scheme. Col. 
Lewis found, however, that the Russian gov- 
ernment had granted no such concession and 
was not disposed to grant one.

LONDON, Sept. 26.—While bitterly disap- 
pointed by the rejection of his challenge to 
race for the America oup with a boat smaller 
than the ninety foot freak class, Sir Thomas 
Lipton has expressed his willingness to make 
one more effort with a boat of this type rather 
than forego a race for the trophy in 1908. 

Tonight Sir Thomas had a conference with 
Designer Fife. What transpired at the con- 
ference was not made known, but earlier in 
the day the Irish baronet had stated that if 
Mr. Fife would undertake the responsibility 
of designing another ninety footer and could 
offer any hope of success, another challenge, 
conforming to all the requirements of the 
New York Yacht club, would be issued imme- 
diately. 

His friends say it is extremely li! 
Thomas will challenge peehons 4B ere Boe 
demonstrate to the American people that 
he is sufficient of a sportsman to have an- 
other try, even though in his heart he be- 
lieves that under present conditions: he has 
not the slightest chahce of lifting the cup. 


Expresses Keen Disappointment. 

In an interview today Sir Tiomas admitted 
the declination of his challenge came like 
a thunderbolt out of a clear sky. He said 
he had every reason to_belleve from his talks 
with members of the New York Yacht club 
this summer, and from what Mr. Fife told 
him upon his return from America. that a 
challenge suggesting a departure from the 
freak type of boat would not only be ac- 
cepted, but would be welcomed. So confi- 
dent was his belief in the acceptance of his 
challenge that designs for two boats were 
already under way. F 

“When the cup was first won,’’ he said, “it 
was by a healthy, seaworthy type of boat, the 
America. Within ten years boats have de-. 
veloped into freaks, and for me again to 
challenge ~vould simply pose the neces- 
sity to build a more extreme freak type than 
the previous challengers. Designers of re- 
pute in this country feel that the responsi- 
bility is too great to design such types, 
necessitating in the. voyage across the. At- 
lantic risking the lives of the men who navi- 


“AS I waited nearly four years giving 
others a chance, I thought that perhaps a 
challenge under the New York Yacht club’s 
own conditions would prove ecceptable. 
The type of freak machines which have re- 
cently contested for the cup answer no use- 
ful purpose, and after the races are fit only 
for the scrap heap. 


Fife’s Advice to Guide Action. 

“Races under the universal rule would be 
educational and scientific from the point of 
marine architecture, and would furnish 
models worthy of copying, but the New 
York Yacht club has given its decision. I 
feel that they know the responsibilities of 
their position better than I, and I must abide 
by their decision. I must say I have never 
met a better set of sportsmen. 

“I-cannot help hoping the existing df- 
ficulty may be overcome and that a race will 
occur in 1908. I will do everything in my 
power that is reasonable to meet the wishes 
of our American friends. I am willing to 
consider most favorably the idea of chal- 
lenging with a 90 foot boat, if that will be 
received under the conditions existing in the 
New York Yacht club, and if Mr. Fife can 
design a boat which will give me a reason- 
able prospect of success, and though such 
a boat might have to be constricted as a 
freak boat, even then I would be only too 
pleased to do it.” 


Press and Yachtsmen Disgusted. 

It is practically the‘unfversal view among 
yachtsmen throughout the united kingdom 
that unless the New York Yacht club modifies 
the conditions it now imposes for a contest for 
the America cup, no challenge for the trophy 
ig likely to again leave Great Britain in face 
of the rejection of Sir Thomas Lipton’s chal- 
lenge: It is held that no challenger can or 
ought to think of sending a crew across the 
Atlantic aboard a vessel which could be hoped 
to compete on level terms with an American 
freak. 

The comments of the London press, while 
sometimes hoping that the New York Yacht 
club will relent and unanimously regretting 
its attitude, generally expressed the view 
that the last international fight for the cup 
has been fought. Thus the Tribune, which is 
of the opinion that nobody will again chal- 
lenge, says: . 

**A cup never challenged for is practically 
nonexistent, A cup guarded from the possi- 
bility of challenge by conditions which the 
progress of mechanical invention and the sta- 
bility of oceanic obstacles have conspired to 
render obsolete cannot be regarded as a glo- 
rious trophy. If the race is not to lie between 
seaworthy yachts it no longer has any mean- 
ing, and Englishmen must score it out of that 
small list of international events which ap- 
peal strongly to popular imagiygation.”’

Hunt Started for New Yorkers Who 
Supply Rebels Funds. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 


HAVANA, Sept. 26.—By the order of Gov. 
Magoon the negro general. Juan Ducasse, 
and Gens. Masso Parra and Luis Lara Miret, 
were arrested early today and lodged in jail 
on the charge of sedition. / 

Ducasse obtained his rank in the revolutfon 
of 1895. Masso Parra also gained his at that 
time, but he deserted to the Spanish forces 
and was execrated by the Cubans. He left 
Cuba at the end of the Spanish régime, but 
returned during.President Palma's adminis- 
tration, ‘which denied him the right to land. 


He returned here two months ago to be re- 


ceived as an orator in the ranks of the Gomez 
faction of the liberal party. He is the alleged 
leader of the conspiracy to start a revolution 
against the Americans in Cuba. 

Miret served in the revolution of. 1895, and 
later was an official of the rural guards. He 
was in the constitutional army a year ago. 


Ends Swashbucklers’ Dreams. 

Gov. Magoon has been fully cognizant of 
every moveof these swashbuckling agitators. 
As long as they kept within the length of rope 
allotted to them they were not disturbed, but 
Parra’s action in sending a sensational fake 
telegram to American newspapers caused an 
immediate roundup. 

More arrests are iikely to follow, for Gov. 
Magoon knows the entire group of malcon- 
tents. “The local newspapers all compliment 
Gov. Magoon upon his action. One suggests 
that an American military court martial now 
is in order, 

The prisoners have been active in spread- 
ing the propaganda of the Gomez faction 
and incidentally injecting venomous remarks 
against the Americans in their political 
speeches. Gen. José Miguel Gomez, who is a 
factional candidate for the presidency, open- 
ly discredits anti-American sentiment, but it 
is known that he secretly incites it. 

Americans Behind the Plot. 

Evéry effortis being made tonight to ascer- 

tain the identity of the person who last night 
sent a news cablegram to a New York news- 
paper, as it is believed that this knowledge 
will be a valuable clew towards locating the 
Americans here and in New York who are 
interested in ithe movement. It appears that 
this cablegram was brought into the cable 
office by a negro, and it is believed this man 
can be found. 
. The source whence the money for the reyo- 
lution came is being sought diligenfly by 
secret service officials, who are confident 
that they can locate the firm which distribut- 
ed the funds in Havana. 

It is rumored-tonight that the Paez broth- 
ers, Who were conspicuous in the August rev- 
olution, have been arrested in Pinar del Rio 
and that Lucas Marrero has been taken tnto 
custody at Santiago.” There is another rumor 
that Gen. Estanoz and Gen. Acosta took the 
field today, but the report could not be con- 
firmed.

NEW RECORD FOR CUNARD LINE 
IS MADE BY THE LUSITANIA. 


Giant Liner’s Voyage from New York 
to Queenstown Covered in Five Days 
Four Hours and Nineteen Minutes.

CONGRESSMAN DESCRIBES HIS 
LONG FIGHT IN ICE FLOES. 


Companions Struggled for Days Off 
Alaskan Coast. 


Seattle, Wash., Sept. 26.—[{Special.]—Con- 
gressman William Sulger of New York to- 
night told of his experience while cruising 
for three days in a gasoline boat among the 
ice floes off the coast of Siberia, in danger of 
being crushed at almost any minute. 

He says he and his three companions owe 
their lives to the sagacity of an Eskimo whom 
they took along as a guide. Incidentally, he 
says, he learned a good deal of arctic lore in 
those three days. When, finally, a rift in the 
grinding polar pack. showed them the way to 
clear water he felt much better. 

** We crossed the Bering straits In a gaso- 
line boat owned by two fur traders,”’ said Mr.

That 
night the ice came in, and for three days we 
had to fight out way out through the pack.”

POOR PAY BLAMED 
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_ FOR PHONEFLAWS 


a Operator Says Only “Incompe- 


tent” Young Girls Can 
Be Secured. 


LOW WAGES; LONG HOURS. | 


Official Denies Statement That 
Mere Children Are Doilig 
Exacting Work. 


“Long hours, poor pay, and hard work” 
imposed on its operators by the Chicago Tele- 


phone company are in a measure responsible - 


for the bad service given subscribers, accord- 
ing to the statement of one of the operators 
who addressed a communication to THE 
TRIBUNE yesterday. 

In the view of this correspondent the force 
of operators in Chicago is an aggregation of 
incompetent young girls who have been driv- 
en into the occupation by their sheer inability 
to command any better sort of employment. 
The work calls for a high order of ability, yet 
the majority of the girls get only from $5 to 
$10 a week. 

The truth ef the statements was denied by 
Gen. Supt. S. J. Larned of the telephone com- 
pany, who says no more competent force of 
operators could be desired, that the pay is ex- 
tremely good, and the working hours fair. 

In addition to the statements made in the 
telephone girl's communication it was learned 
yesterday that the company, in the interest of 
economy, has increased the “* jurisdiction ”’ of 
the supervisors from six to nine operators, 
thus adding to the work of each and probably 
lessening the efficiency. 


Operator Describes Conditions. 

The letter received by Tue TRIBUNE from 
‘the telephone operator follows: 

“Chicago, Ill., Sept. 24.—[Editor of the 
Tribune.]—I am an employé of the Chicago 
Telephone company and so do not want my 
mame known. I have read many of your 


- articles and editorials dealing with the con- 


' Gitions of the service given by that com- 
pany, and in view of your last editorial, 
printed a few days ago, dealing with pre 
question of efficiency of operation, I am 
writing to call your attention to one of the 
most fruitful causes of poor service: that is, 
the..quality of labor used for switchboard 
re) tors. ; 

“The pay which the vast majority of the 
operators get is so ridiculously low that it 
is @ surprise to me that any one at all can 
be secured at the wages offered. Most of. 
the: girls work eight and one-half hours a 
Gay for six days a week, with Sunday work 
every second or third Sunday. For this 
work a large number get but 10 cents an 
hour; $5.10 a week, not counting Sundays. 


The most expert operators on the busiest 


panels get paid from 14 cents to 16 cents. 
*It takes as much mental ability to make 
@ good operator as it does to produce a ste- 
nographer of the $15 a week grade, and yet 
the work, although infinitely more arduous, 
does not begin to command as much salary; 
the. hours are longer, there being no Sat- 
urday afternoons off, and: the chances for 
promotion with correspondingly higher 
Wages are considerably less. 


Many Girls Too Young. 
“Obviously, as a result of this, most of the 


-<@Perators take to this work not from choice 


but because they are not capable of anything 
Detter; even at that the constant advertise- 
ments the company is running, offering work 
for operators, is evidence that they find it 
hard to secure help at these wage rates. and 
of those that they do secure entirely too many 
are much too young to be able to render com- 
sctvice; many are young girls in short 

skirts and apparently not as old as 16. 
“These young girls are not only too slow 
mentally, but they are not tall enough to do

In answer to thie it was explained that a 
large number of passengers would find North 
Clark and North Water streets a convenient 
place to get off.

ROOSEVELT HAS A BUSY DAY. 


Sees Congressmen, Government 
Officials, and French Senator. 


NO MEETING OF CABINET. 


Entertains at Luncheon a Couple of 
National Committeemen. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 26.—President 
Roosevelt began work at an exceedingly 
brisk pace early today. he executive of- 
fices of the White-house, which havé been 
practically deserted during the last three 
and a half months, wete crowded with gov- 
ernment officials, legislators, and sightseers, 

Senator Curtis of Kansas made an appoint- 
ment to officially invite the president to 
address the transmississipp! congress at Mus- 
kogee, I. T., Nov, 18-20. 

The movement instituted by the French 
government looking to the adoption of iden- 
tical pure food regulations by all countries 
was called to the president's attention by 
Auguste Calvet, a member of the French 
senate, who bears credentials from the 
French foreign office and the French min- 
ister of agriculture. 

Senatr Calvet’s mission {s at present purely 
informal. He was presented to the president 
by Dr. Wiley, chief of the bureau of chém- 
istry of the department of agriculture. The 
president expressed his interest in the sub- 
ject. Just how the pian is to be worked out 
is the present phase of consideration. 4 

No cabinet meeting was held, but a num- 
ber'of cabinet officers talked with the presi- 
dent. ; 

Mr. Roosevelt entertained at luncheon 
Charles F. Rooker, national committeeman of 
Connecticut, and Willam L. Ward, national 
committeeman from New York. Secretary 
Loeb also was present. 


BOOST FOR POSTAL SAVINGS. 


Campbell Approves Idea of Merger— 
More Workers in the Chicago Of- 
fice Authorized. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 26 [Special).— 
Postmaster General Meyer is seeking the 
support of the postmasters of the country for 
his proposed recommendations to congress 
in behalf of the postal savings scheme and 
parcels post. 

Postmaster Daniel A. Campbell of Chicago 
came to Washington this morning and was 
invited by Mr. Meyer to express his views 
on.the prospective innovation. There is 
reason to’ believe that Campbell gave his ap- 
proval to the ideas, believing that the postal 
sayings plan especially -would result in 
great benefit to’ the people. ‘ 

Mr. Campbell also saw’ First Assistant 
Postmaster General Hitchcock and ‘repre- 
sented to him need of a larger force in his 
office. Mr. Hitchcock agreed to authorize 
the appointment of fifty additional. clerks, 
ten additional ‘carriers, ten. additional col- 
lectors, ahd four additional laborers. He 
also authorized an increase of $25,400 for 
promotion of 112 clerks and 68 carriers. 


TO APPROVE OKLAHOMA CODE. 


Roosevelt Says Opinion of Constitution 
Is Not Fit for Publication, but It 
Meets Enabling Act. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 26.—President 
Roosevelt announced today that he would 
approve the Oklahoma constitution. ._He said 
he had examined the document withthe at- 
torney genera} and that he felt that the ques- 
tion of his approval ought not to be based on 
his personal opinion of the document, but 
upon whether it came within.the terms of 
the enabling act. His personal opinion of the 
document, the president laughingly said, was 
‘not fit for pubHcation.’”” The promulgation 
of his approval will be made later. 


SEES NO OBJECTION TO WU. 


President Roosevelt Assumes Nothing

CREDIT CURRENCY 


Hepburn Explains System for | 


an Issue of Notes Against - 
Capital. 


WESTERN MEN ATTACK IT. 


Claim: That Plan Would Work 
Automatically to Meet 
Business Needs. 


Atlantic City, N. J., Sept 26.—The report 
of the currency commission appointed by 
the American Bankers’ association at St. 
Louls last year Was made today to the con- 
vention of the American Bankers’ associa- 
tion.. The report recommends a measure 
introduced in the last congress known as 
the credit currency bill. The provisions 
were made known by A. B. Hepburn of New 
York, chairman of the commission. The 
report was adopted and the commission was 
continued and its powers enlarged. ~* 


Hepburn Explains Plan. 


The plan recommended, as explained by 
Mr. Hepburn, provides that any national 
bank having a surplus fund equal to 20 per 
cent of its capital shall have authority to 
issue credit notes equal to 40 per cent of its 
bond secured circulation, subject to a tax of 
24 per cent annually on the amount out- 
standing. A further issue equal to 12% per 
cent of its capital may be issued, subject to 
a tax at the rate of 5 per cent, and the same 
reserves shall be carried against credit notes 
ag are required against deposits. 

The plan a!so provides a 5 per cent guaran- 
tee fund from which’ to redeem the notes of 
any defaulting bark. Banks in centra) re- 
serve cities should not issue such currency 
unlesa for use in its immediate vicinity. It 
is claimed the notes would remain in use only 
to serve a business need and when the de- 
mand slackened they would logically and 
naturally seek the nearest point of redemp- 
tian, 

A central bank of issue is declared the best 
plan of administering the currency system of 
a country, the method of European nations 
being cited. 


Western Bankers Attack System. 


An attack upon the plan was made by a 
number of western delegates, especially by 
A. J. Frame of Michigan, who contended that 
the primary cause of money shortage in the 
United States was due to overspeculation 
and that the eredit currency plan pointed 
backward to eighteenth century flatism. As 
an alternative he advocated a central reserve 
fund. He was supported by a number of other 
members, to all of whom Congressman 
Charles M. Fowler of New Jersey, chairman 
of the house committee on banking and cur- 
rency, replied in a stirring speech. He de- 
clared that thjs country is the only one with- 
out some form of credit currency. 

Delegate Yates of Omaha said there was no 
public sentiment for the Hepburn bill. The 
question, he said, was also a political one and 
the members of the association should re- 
member 1806. 

‘What we need,’’ he sald, “is reform of 
banking methods. We should use the cash 
reserve locked up in Washington and not ask 
congress to put out speculative notes guar- 
anteed by the people of the United States. 
They will not stand for it.”’ 

E. J. Parker of Quincy, Ill., suggested that 
the government obtain control of all clearing 
houses, which could, he said, be operated 
as a central bank to relieve stringency in the 
money market and would thus eliminate the 
necessity for another inflation of the cur- 


rency. 


GUGGENHEIM EMPLOYES KILL 
AND WOUND IN ALASKA FIGHT. 


Shoot When Surveyors of a Rival Rail 
Line Ignore Their Orders—Popular 
Feeling Reported Bitter. 


Valdez, Alaska, Sept. 26.—Forces of the 
Guggenheim railroad, the Copper River and 
Northwestern, shot and killed one man and 
wounded five employed by the Alaska Rome 
railway in Keystone cafion, fifteen miles 
from Valdez, yesterday. The party was 
making a preliminary survey for the Rome 
railroad, which is planned from Valdez to 
the summit. They had advanced about 100 
yards up the cafion. when they were sur- 
prised by an ambush of the Guggenheim 
men, headed by Edward Hassey, an ex- 
United States marshal. : 

Hassel hailed the surveyors and ordered 
them to stop, saying his men would shoot if 
any: further advance was made. The sur- 
veyors believed Hassey.was bluffing and 
continued working. They were met by a 
fusillade of bullets. 

Deputy United States marshals armed with 


rifles left immediately for the scene, and at 


latest reports were scouring the woods for 
the guilty persons... Popular.feeling is run- 
ning high and citizens are talking ef wreak- 
ing summary justice should the men who did 


the shooting be caught.

DBNEEN'S “BiG STICK” 


State Board of Agriculture Agi- 
tated Over Its Future. 


BODY MAY BE REORGANIZED. 


Virtual Forcing Out of Secretary Gar- 
rard Adds to NMisgivings. 


Springfield, Ill., Sept. 26.—[Speciat.]—Ru- 
mors that Gov. Deneen !s about to apply the 
“ big stick ’’ to the board of agriculture have 
caused considerable misgiving among the 
members. Reports that a reorganization of 
the board may be attempted: are given 
strength by the virtual forcing from office of 
Secretary W.C. Garrard, who has been given 
a leave of absence for thirty days. ‘ 

The secretary was granted this vacation os- 
tensibly on the grounds of ill health. That 
Mr. Garrard is an exceedingly sick man is not 
denied by any acquainted with his physical 
condition. But the manner in which he was 
ordered on vacation leaves no room for doubt 
that the other members of the board are at- 
tempting to appease those dissatisfied re- 
garding the methods of the board. 


Quietly Looked Into by Governor. 

Some time ago Gov. Deneen began a quiet 
but none the less careful scrutiny of these 
methods. Asa‘ close corporation ’’ the state 
board of agriculture. has been a wonder, but 
the governor has been uncomfortably active 
in getting into its inner workings. That his 
activity was not decreased by criticism by 
members of the board who were angered at 
the vetoing of certain state fair appropria- 
tions goes without saying. 

President Madden also sent a caustic letter 
to the executivé regarding the contemplated 
absence of the latter from Springfield during 
fair week, which did not tend to lessen the 
strained relations. 


, Board Members Run to Cover. 

Now the members are scared and there is 
a general hustling to cover. Owing to the 
peculiar,manner in which members are elect-' 
ed to the board, their standing is uncertain. 
They are chosen by delegates sent from 
county fair associations, farmers’ institutes, 
and other like organizations to congressional 
caucuses. Many counties and districts which 
have no fair associations and institutes 
nevertheless send delegates. 

It is rumored that a movemert’ will be 
started looking to an entire reorganization 
of the board along different lines owing to 
the investigation which the governor has 
begun. 


BORAH TARRED WITH TIMBER 
FRAUD STICK, SAYS UNCLE SAM 


Attorney Burch Asserts Deeds from 
“Dummy” Trustees Passed Through 
the Senator’s Office. 


Boise, Idaho, Sept. 26.—In the trial of Unit- 
ed States Senator William E. Borah, charged 
with timber land frauds, former Judge Burch 
of Detroit, special prosecutor, today outlined 
the government's case against the senator. 
It was stated to the jury that the idea of 
making money out of the timbér lands which 
the United States threw open to settlement 
in Idaho, in tracts not to exceed 160 acres to 
any individual and at a price not to exceed 
$2.50 per acre, originated with State Senator 
John Kincaid, one of the men indicted with 
Senator Borah. He is alleged to have gath- 
ered several men around him, among them 
the late Gov. Steunenberg. 

Steunenberg, who had exhausted his per- 
sonal resources, met James T. Barber, the 
lumberman, who immediately took a deep 
interest in Idaho timber lands. Gov. Steunen- 
berg soon had a-bank account of $38,000, it is 
alleged, which he checked from as “* agent.’’ 

In connecting Senator Borah with the con- 
spiracy, Mr, Burch says the government will 
show that all deeds from “ dummy ”™ trus- 
tees to the Barber Lumber company passed 
through his offiee and were recorded, as the 
records will show, at his request. 

In the government's outline of its case it 
is said that James T. Barber, in sending one 
of his men to Idaho, was heard to remark: 
‘Tf there is anything you want in Idaho, go 
to William E. Borah. He is our attorney out 


there.”’ 


SET FIRE TO BOY AT STAKE, 


Self-Styled “Jesse James Gang” at To- 
ledo Almost Suffocates a Lad 
After Gagging Him. 


Toledo, O., Sept. 26.—[{Special.])—Ralph 
Zahnle, 12 years old, son of Mrs. Cora B. 
Zahnie, Michigan avenue, came near being 
burned at the stake by six boys, two of them 
colored, who style themselves the Jesse 
James gang. The lad was passing the depot 
of the Electric Package company om Huron 
street at dusk when members of the gang 
seized, bound, and gagged him, and chocked 
him under the depot. The gang then tied 
him to one of the center piers, heaped papers 
about his legs, and touched a matchto them, 
He was almost suffocated by heat and smoke.

Montgomery, Ala., Sept. 26 [Special].— 
Goy. Comer -tonight sent the following let- 
ter to the members of the legislature in 
reference to an extra session: 

“Dear Sir: It looks practically certain that 
it will be necessary to call the legislature in 
extra session. I will call for you to con- 
rvene about the Tth of November. I am nam- 
ing this date, as I think it will least inter- 
fere with business interests of the. members. 
All of the railroads have put into. effect, 
pending litigation, the laws recently enacted 
by you, except the Loulsville & Nashville, 
the Central and their allied lines. ' 

“Unfortunately for the state, the Louis- 
ville & Nashville has so long dominated all 
functions looking toward railroad legislation 
or control that they cannot realize the dan- 
ger to the shipping interest of the state that 
will necessarily come from these conditions. 
They cannot realize that the people, the 
parties who pay the freight or taxes, have a 
right to be a party in the rate-making and in 
the establishment of the rules governing their 
relations with the railroads. 


Limitations Are Demanded. : 

“It is now universally recognized that the 
protection of the people and the protection of 
the state demand that limitations should be 
established by law regulating freight charges 


the shipping interest and the public service 
corporations. Any other condition would be 
dangerous and I feel it my duty to call upon 
you for effective remedial legislation. And 
so important do I deem this question that I 
will call you from time to time as may be nec- 
essary to bring about. conditions in which 
every interest of the state alike may be obey- 
ers and not deflers of the law and if we ac- 
complish this it will be cheap to the people, 
no matter what the cost. 


Georgia and Alabama Situations. 

**I will state that nothing destructive 
should be contemplated. The laws passed by 
you are conservative and those with refer- 
ence to railroad regulation in their adoption 
by these same railroads in other states and 
their use in those states have proven upbulild- 
ing to every interest. I will call.your at- 
tention that since the enactment of your 
laws, both freight and passenger, the same 
railroad companies that got out the injunc- 
tion against you and refused to put in your 
rates pending a decision of the litigation have 
established in Georgie, pending litigation, a 
much lower rate than you named, and I 
simply call your attention that the freight 
rates on the 110 articles that are enjoined are 
exactly the same, except guano, which have 
maintained in Georgia for years.’’ 


Victory for Nebraska, 

Omaha, Neb., Sept. 26.—Judges T. C. Mun- 
ger and W. H. Munger in the United States 
court tonight denied the injunction asked for 
by the railroads operating in Nebraska to 
prevent the state railway commissioner from 
enforcing the laws reducing grain rates. The 
restraining order issued sdme time ago by 
Judge T. C. Munger was dissolved. This is 
regarded as a decisive victory for the state, 


| although it is presumed that the case will be 


appealed by the railroad companies. 


Doesn’t Think Roads Have Lost. 

Jefferson City, Mo., Sept. 26.—Replying to 
the claim railroad companies made yes- 
terday in St. Louis that they had lost $1,500,- 
000 from compliance with the 2 cent fare law 
in this state, Attorney General Hadley said 
tonight he did not believe the railroad com- 
panies knew whether the operation of the 
law will result In an increase or decrease in 
net earnings. He quoted from figures sup- 
plied by the railroads during the trial of the 
maximum freight rate case to show that the 
passenger business in the state had been ona 
paying basis, and held up the passenger 
earnings of $1,078,608 in 1905, sworn to by 
the Wabash, in opposition to Vice President 
Miller’s statement that the Wabash’ never 
made money on passengers, even at the 8 
cent rate. : 

‘* One of the difficulties with which the rail- 
road companies will have to contend in the 
passenger rate controversy, if it is renewed,” 
said Attorney General Hadley, ‘‘is that in 
trying to win the freight rate cases they have 
assigned such a large portion of the expenses 
to the freight traffic and such a small portion 
to the passenger traffic they have demon- 
strated the reasonableness of the 2 cent fare 
bill by their own testimony.”

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THE SHERIFF'S PERQUISITES. 
The constitution reads that the sheriff 


“shall receive, as their only compensation 
for their services, salaries to be fixed by 
law. All fees, perquisites and emoluments 
(above the amount of said salaries) shall 
be paid into the county treasury.” 

The sheriff is above the constitution. 
He has perquisites which he does not turn 
into the county treasury. He pockets, 
in addition to his salary, the differ- 
ence between what it actually costs him to 
feed the prisoners in the jail and the 
21 cents per head per day paid him out 
of the county treasury for feeding them. 

How much the sheriff clears off the diet- 
ing bills is a matter of guesswork. Pro>- 
ably it costs him more than 6 cents a 
day to feed a prisoner, but it costs him 
much less than 21 cents. That is an 
absurdly high figure when it is consid- 
ered that the prisoners get the cheapest 
and commonest food, and that there are 
on the average over 500 of them. The 
inhabitants of the jail can be better fed 
than they are now for less than 12 centd 
a day. 

As far as the principle of the thing is 
concerned it makes no difference whether 
the sheriff's profits from feeding the 
prisoners amount to-$27,000 in a year or 
to $500. His office should bring him in 
nothing beyond his salary, and the coun- 
ty should not pay a dollar more 
than the actual cost of feeding pris- 
oners. Sometimes a county’. board 
has tried to make the sheriff do business 
on this basis, but he has always refused 
because that would deprive him of the 
perquisites which were his chief reason 
for seeking the office. 

One sheriff after another has made 
money out of feeding the inmates of the 
jail, but the practice is illegal for all 
that. The sheriff ought to be required to 
show how much it actually costs him to 
feed the prisoners, and to turn back into 
the.county treasury all that he has re- 
ceived from it in excess of that sum. 

The county board is complaining that 
it has not enough money to get through 
the year. It can help the situation. by 
cutting off needless and illegal expendi- 
tures. It should cease helping the sher- 
iff to break the constitutional provision 
that lie shall make nothing out of his 
office above his salary. The law officers 
of the county may see the propriety of 
bringing suit against the sheriff to re- 
cover the amount now due from him. 


AT THE CHURCH DOOR. : 

The inquiring woman who has been 
looking .into the matter of hospitality 
at the sanctuary bas extended her in- 
vestigations to Chicago. She is grieved 
to find the same conditions as in New 
York and Boston. It occurs to her that, 
if possible, the citizen of Ohicago at the 
vestibule of the church is even less ef- 
fusive than the Bostonian or New York- 
er, the inference being perhaps that Chi- 
cago rush prevents that interchange of so- 
cial amenities before or after divine 
service that seems to be so earnestly de 
sired by the peripatetic worshiper. 

It may be necessary to suggest that 
the agreeable greetings and gossip notice- 
able in a small community, where the 
arrival of a stranger is a distinct event, 
are pot so likely to constitute a part of 
the regular order in large cities, where 
strangers are constantly in evidence. And 
there is further occasion for the sug- 
gestion that, despite alleged appearances, 
the fraternal word, the right hand of fel- 
lowship, and the glad, welcoming smile 
can be obtained with little trouble and 
small expense. If, instead of plunging 
hysterically from church to church, in or- 
der to make remunerative magazine copy, 
the inquiring woman will signify her de- 
sire to enter the first convenient fold, she 
may rest assured of a cordial and im- 
mediate response. If she wishes to be- 
come a sister in fact as well as in name,

In elther case such legislation would be 
no improvement upon the present system 
of executive rulings, with the added de- 
fect that a mistake could not be cor- 
rected except by subsequent legislation. 

The interference of the courts to re- 
strain legislative or executive authority 
has sometimes called out a protest against 
“government by injunction.” Any sub- 
stantial injustice in the result either of 
the form or the application of such ex- 
ecutive rulings as are under considera- 
tion can be cured by carrying the matter 
to higher authority in the executive de- 
partment of the government without re- 
sorting to the courts. A decision by the 
head of a department can be based upon 
the merits of the case, while a court con- 
sidering only the legal aspect of the rule 
without regard to the special circum- 
stances which surround its application 
might often be constrainéd to decide 
against the citizen even while sympathiz- 
ing with him. The less the courts have to 
be called upon to restrain the executive 
or the legislative authority the better. 

The article is useful in two ways, as a 
warning against the delegation of an- 
thority where there is no reason for it, 
although no instance of that has arisen 
yet, and as an intimation that one of the 
most important qualifications for a presi- 
dent is the ability to choose the right men 
for high executive positions.

While the minister of foreign affairs occu- 
pies the center of the stage anda place in the 
limelight of publicity, the rea} direction of 
the tn policy of the various gov- 
ernments remains vested in the hands of the 
permanent under secretaries of state, upon 
whose shoulders rest the responsibility of 
the maintenance of a certain continuity of 
policy.

Two years later some weak kneed politicians 
in England secured its restoration to Spain 
without any compengation whatsoever.

C. G. Pearse, superintendent of schools in

blind. Mr. Pearse came to Chicago in the 
morning, accompanied by August 8. Linde- 
mann, president of the Milwaukee school 
board, @nd Dr. Charles 8. Kissling and Duane 
Mowry, members of the board. 

The trip was made for the purpose of inves- 
tigating the Chicago equipment to get ideas 
for the equipment of a schoo! for the blind 
about to be started in Milwaukee. Inejdent- 
ally, it is said, the visitors are desirous of se- 
curing one of the Chicago assistant teachers 
to take charge of the new school. 

‘Mr. Pearse was particularly enthusiastic 
over the work of John B. Curtis, the instruct- 
or who has general charge of the instruction 
of the blind in the Chicago public schools. 

“We have been immensely pleased with 
Mr. Curtis’ methods and the things he accom- 
plighes,"’ said Mr. Pearse. ‘‘ The fact that the 
children prepare themselves in their own spe- 
cial room and then go out and recite im the 
regular classes—that they are made to feel 
that they are not unlike other children—is 
especially significant. It is wonderful work.”

Try to Dodge Anti-Frat Rule. 

William Kruger and Delisle Cass, mem- 
bers of the Delta Sigma fraternity at the 
McKinley high school, called on President 
Schneider of the board of education in the 
afternoon with a unique proposal for evad- 
ing the rule that prohibits members of high 
school fraternities from participating in 
school activities. The regents of the fra- 
ternity, they said, proposed to give the two 
members a year’s leave of absence from 
membership in order that they might take 
part in an athietic play which is an annual 
event at the school. 

“Every one In the school who knows 
enough to take part in the play,” explained 
Cass, “is a member of a fraternity.”’ 

President Schneider referred the proposi- 
tion to Supt. Cooley, and the superintendent

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LOCOMOTIVES, OLD AND NEW. 
{From the Biectric News Service.] 

The first proposals for locomotives in the 
United States were issued by the Baltimore 
and Ohio railroa@ company on Jan, 4, 1831. 
The price guaratiteed for a satisfactory loco- 
motive was $4,000. The specifications re- 
quired that it should burn coal or coke and 
consume its own smoke. It was not to ex- 
ceed three and one-half tons in weight, and 
it was required to be powerful enough to 
draw on a level road fifteen tons, inclusive 
of the weight of the wagons, at a speed of 
fifteen miles an hour. 

This was only about seventy-six years ago, 
and a comparison between the locomotive of 
1881 with the electric locomotive No. 6000, 
produced by the General Electric company 
for the New York Central railroad, the most 
powerful electric locomotive in the world, 
illustrates the advance in transportation ap- 
pHances. 4 

On English railroads locomotive#had been 
in use before 1831, but the Baltimore and 
Ohio was the experimental station of the 
American railroad. It was then believed 
that the locomotive could not overcome 
grades and curves, so the road was made as 
straight as possible. 

The new electric locomotive, which en- 
gineers make so bold as to claim will ulti- 
mately take the place of the steam locomo- 
tives, develops greater speed, greater hauling 
powers, and greater ease in handling and 
rt ad than any other type of locomo-

Out into the great southwest recently went 
a woman who is the pioneer in this one of the 
most important works ever undertaken in the 
new world—to revive the native arts and 
orafts of the redman and to prevent them 
from total extinction. 

We have been sending the Indian to school 
and making out of him every kind of a man 
from a carpenter to a lawyer. The dusky 
maidens, too, have had “ reading, 'riting, and 
’rithmetioc ” drilled into them by the patient 
teachers on the reservations, and someof the 
wealthy daughters of the Five Nations have 
been “ finished "’ for society at the family ex- 
pensé like their pale faced sisters, at boarding 
schools, where they were taught such things 
as music, French, and embroidery. But, 
strange as it may seem, little thought has 
been given by those in charge of the nation’s 
wards to keeping alive their Interest in native 
handicraft, in encouraging and aiding them 
to fashion the many useful and ornamental 
things in the making of which the tribesmen 
of the past excelled. 

This heritage, which has been handed down 
through generations, has been neglected by 
reason of the new life many have been forced 
to lead through contact with the white man. 
Some of the tribes have abandoned what was 
once a fine art among them while others stil] 
keep it up, but their creations are poor imita- 
tions of what their ancestors did, because 
they have had little incentive to show their 
skill.

BULB PLANTING. 
(From Country Life in America. ] 

October is the month to plant spring flower- 
ing bulbs. To have the best displays, the soll 
must be fertile, deep, and of a light texture. 
Unless naturally well drained, place a layer 
of stones fifteen inches below the surface. 
Avoid fresh manure altogether and rotted 
manure directly about the bulbs. If manure 
must be used, place it in a layer below the 
bulbs. Should the soil be retentive, mix sand 
and leaf mold with ft. + 

Massing or grouping the various kinds of 
bulbs gives the best bedding effects. Make 
the beds higher at the center than at the 
sides, so aw to shed the water. The distance 
apart and depth to plant the bulbs depend 
upon the kinds selected. The winter mulch ig 
applied in Noverber.

To Give Medicine to Baby. 

Giving babies medicine seems to be a prob- 
lem, which few know how to solve. Stiil, like 
everything else, it is simple when one knows 
how. Even castor oil will sup down in a 
minute. Castor oll always should be warmed 
a little to thin the heavy oil. It should not 
be given hot, nor should a hot spoon be put 
into the mouth. It ie best tohave some one to 
help administer the dose. Lay the baby on 
his back and have ready a cloth wrung out of 
cold water and folded fiat, just large enough 
to go under baby’s chin up tothe ears. Give 
the cloth to the assistant and tell her to put 
it under the baby’s chin just ag you are about 
to pour in the medicine. Then gently hold 
the infant’s nose just as you pour the medl- 
cine down his throat. It should be dropped 
as near to the throat as is possible without 
going into the throat. If the medicine is put 
near the front of the mouth, [ft gets on the 
baby’s gums and gives him the benefit of the 
bad flavor. The wet compress causes a flow 
of saliva, which makes the medicine roll 
down easily, while the sense of taste is de- 
stroyed by holding the nose. If the medicine 
is in powdered form, have the dose on the 
point of the spoon. Open the mouth and drop 
it far back on thetongue. ‘When give him the 
bottle or a drink of water. 
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The sewing of many households is lett, like 
the housecleaning, for a general disturbance 
of happiness, comfort, and health when, if 
a little system were used, the burden would 
be lighter.

To can corn, beans, peas, etc.: After clean- 
ing the ears of corn cut off with a sharp 
knife about two-thirds of the corn, then with 
the back of the knife scrape the rest of the 
kernels off the cob; fill the can or jar one- 
third full of corn, pack down gently with the 
small end of @ potato masher, put in more 
corn, and pack again, and continue until the 
can is full tothe top. Cover with cold water, 
put on the rubber, and screw the top on tight. 
Put an old table cloth in the wash boiler, and 
on it set or lay the filled cans; fill the boiler 
with cold water and let boil for three hours 
or more. When you remove the cans try 
if possible to screw the cover om more se 
curely. After the jars are cool wrap each 
one in paper and set away in the dark. This 
is essential. Succotash and green beans are 
put up in the same way, also peas. Put in the 
cane and shake down closely. You cannot 
pack them as corn. Put on the rubbers, 
screw on the cover, and boil the same way 
@s corn. Peas will shrink in the jars, but 
corn will not, if packed hard, If put up in 
this way will keep for years.

Minneapolis wired: ‘“‘ The Farmers’ union 
decided today to boost prices. The Minne- 
apolis union, American Society of Equity, 
which claims the allegiance of 35,000 farmers 
in the northwest, passed a resolution at its 
convention here calling on members to hold 
their wheat until the price is $1.25; flax, $1.30 
at Minneapolis; oats, 70c; rye, 90c; timothy 
seed, $5.50 a hundred; and hay, $20 a ton. 
Members of the society have a large amount 
of wheat in storage.” 


Spot barley sold here yesterday at 97c, and 
at Milwaukee $1.03 was paid for January 
shipment. Receipts are running much light- 
er than normal, and the demand from all 
sources is sharp. Much of the crop in the 
northwest has been stacked and will not be 
hurried to market. Some of the local cash 
men claim that the crop is much shorter than 
it has been estimated, the heads being short 
and a great deal of waste is reported in the 
receipts. 


The Cincinnati Price Current’s weekly crop 
summary said: ‘‘ Interest is centering in the 
finishing of the corn crop. In the most part 
the wet weather the last week has been 
favorable for maturing, and cutting has com- 
menced in some localities. Some frost oc- 
curred in portions of the corn belt, but it was

City Railway Company Makes 
Good Showing for Six Months. 


LABOR SLUMP IS PREDICTED.

Another Boston Savings Bank In- 
creases Its Interest Rate. 


From the report. of the Chicago City rail- 
way company for the six months ended July 
81 it is apparent that the stockholders in 
that corporation eventually will get a hand- 
some return The company after liberal 
provision for improvements gives the city 
55 per cent of its net earnings. The terms of 
the ordinance under which this provision is 
made render necessary the best possible ser- 
vice and the figures of profits indicate that 
both the company and the city will have un- 
expectedly good returns from the improved 
character of the transportation service re- 
quired by the ordinance. 

The City railway is entitled to 5 per cent 
per annum on $21,000,000, being the amount of 
the investment. The percentage on this §21,- 
000,000 om July 31 was $576,087. Forty-five 
per cent of the net earnings for the same 
period was $225,348. These two sums com- 
bined are at the rate of $1,602,770 for twelve 
months, or 8.9 per cent on the $18,000,000 
stock of the Chicago City railway company. 

City rallway bonds sold on the local ex- 
change yesterday at 97@07T%. The showing 
of earnings, alone considered, should war- 
rant a better price in an easier money mar- 
ket. 


Liquidation in Labor Market. 


It is apparent that the labor market is to be 
liquidated along with the stock market, the 
money market and the material market. 
Last March, before the fall in prices of se- 
curities, E. H. Harriman predicted such an 
outcome. The stock market has been 
liquidated severely. Business is falling off 
with the steel and copper companies, and a 
high railroad official is quoted in New York 
as saying: 

“It is no use for the railroad companies 
to make up their budgets for the coming year, 
because it is impossible for them to know 
anything about what their supply of funds 
is going to be. I think the money situation 
is gradually working a little easier, but the 
improvement is not yet enough to make it 
practicable for us to lay any plans. Gener- 
ally speaking, the roads will order Httle in 
the way of rails or equipment until the out- 
look in this direction shall have cleared up. 

“Personally, I do not think it altogether 
a matter of adverse state legislation that 
the railroads are unable to sell their securi- 
ties. The country was trying to do what 
would cost more than all the money at its 
command. We simply have had to stop try- 
ing to do this. 

“ Operating expenses are stil] tremendous- 
ly high, but this will be more or less coun- 
teracted in the future by a general reduced 
demand for labor of all classes. For in- 
stance, I understand the Pullman company 
recently has laid off several hundred men, 
and intends to let 2,500 go on Oct. 1. The 
same thing will be done by many other com- 
panies engaged in manufacturing what the 
railroads use, and this will affect labor clear 
back to the mines and the forests.”’ 


Boston Savings Banks. 


It was announced that the trustees of the 
Eliot Five Cents Savings bank of Boston 
have practically decided to increase the rate 
of interest from 3% to 4 per cent, to take 
effect with the semi-annual interest payment 
next month. The Eliot is the seventh of the 
Boston savings banks to increase their inter- 
est rate this year. With the October interest 
payment there will be thirteen savings banks 
in Boston paying interest at the rate of 4per 
cent, the remaining Boston savings banks 
still paying 3% per cent. 

Knickerbocker Ice. 

Directors of the Knickerbocker Ice ¢com- 
pany met yesterday, and after a protracted 
session adjourned without action until today.
